WERE THE FORCE BILL MEN .BY 
THEIR OWN SENATORS. 


THE STORY OF THAT CAUCUS. 


Reed and the Pro-Force Rill Men Anxious to 
Find Some Way Out of Their Predica- 
ment—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, August 15.—[Special.]—The 
developments today regarding last night’s 
senatorial caucus demonstrate that the re- 
publicans who favor the shelving of the 
bayonet bill not only dominated the caucus, 
but absolutely controlled a majority of the 
votes. 

The test of strength came when Senator 
floar made a motion to include the elec- 
tions bill in the programme of legislation 
for this session. Tho vote resulted: Yeas— 
Messrs. Allison, Blair, Casey, Dolph, Ed- 
munds, Evarts, Hawley, Higgins, Hoar, In- 
galls, Manderson, Moody, Platt, Sanders, 
Sherman, Spooner, Wilson and Camp—li. 
Nays—Atdrich, Aldren, Cameron, Davis, 
Dixon, Hale, Hiscock, Jones of Nevada, 
McMillan, Mitchell, Paddock, Pettigrew, 
Plumb, Power, Quay, Stockbridge, Teller 
and Washburn—18. It was defeated by a 
square yea and nay vote, and the Quay 
men could easily have followed up their 
victory by passing the Quay resolution. 

Some of them favored putting the force 
bill crowd out of their misery on the spot. 


The counsels of the more conservative who 


realized that feeling was running high and 
that the adoption of the resolution would 
cause a split which would not only de- 
stroy all party discipline but which - might 
lead to all sorts of unpleasant results, pre- 
yailed. It was, therofore, deemed best to 
defer final action in order not to humiliate 
Hoar and his followers more than is abso- 
lutely necessary. 


Reed and the rabid pro force bill men 


‘dn the house were rearing and roaring like 


caged lions this morning, but both Speaker 
Reed and Senator Hoar realize that the 
jig is up, and the latter has devised a 
new scheme to get the adminis- 
tration and the supporters of soldiers-at-the- 
polls generally out of the hole which the 
‘‘traitors,”’ in their own camp, dug for 
them. They now propose to effect a com- 
promise with the democrats by which the 
tariff bill can be disposed of by August 
30th. After this they desire that the force 
bill shall be taken up, with the solemn 
pledge that after a couple of speeches are 
made by Hoar and Spooner, congress shall 
adjourn with the force bill pending. 

This, they argued, would endorse the 
action of the house and the adminis- 
tration and leave the issue open for de- 
baté on the stump this fall. 

What will come of the compound prop- 
osition it is impossible to predict now. 
However, whatever comes of it, it is merely 
a blind to cover the retreat of the de-

The democrats are enjooing the fight 
between the rival republican chieftans to 
the fullest extent, but they are taking no 
part in it. They are in a position now 
to dictate terms and it is doubtful 
whesher they wouid vote to close the de- 
bate on the tariff bill August 30th in. order 
to Postpone the force bill until next ses- 
sion. ' 

There is a growing feeling among “the 
democratic senators that they ought not to 


‘ gacrifice the full discussion of tho tariff in 


order to secure the defeat of the election 

bill, but that they should continue to con- 

sider the McKinley bill carefully, as they 

have been doing up to this time. Some of 

them believe that they might defeat the bill 

if they set about it with that determination. 
The Census and Congress. 

One of the schemes the republican managers 
have had on the stocks forthe past few months 
was to getin enough of the census returns to 
justify them in proceeding to make anew 
apportionment of members. of 
house of representatives. They believed 
they could secure by such action a consider- 
able addition to the republican membership of 
‘hat body and of the electoral college and take 
from the democratic side quite a number of 
members. 

But this scheme has now been abandoned. 
A fact that has cropped outin the declaration 
of Superintendent Porter that the returns from 
the several states cannot be prepared in time 
to enable congress to make the reapportion- 
ments desired. e 

Probably ‘‘the preliminary returns’? have 
opened the eyes of the republican managers to 
the fact that under a reapportionment the 
democrats will make large, even surprising, 
gains. Take, for instance, the state of Texas. 
It is within probability that she would .gain 
upon the present basis of apportionment five 
members; certainly the increase will be not 
less than three. In Alabama there will be an 
increase of at least three, and there will prob- 
ably be an increased number of members, 
probably four, in other democratic states. On 
the other hand, Massachusetts will lose two 
members, Connecticut one, and in none of the 
new states or other republican states will there 
be any increase. ' : 

In short, it is more than a possibility that 


‘upon the basis of the present apportionment 


the democrats would gain under the new cen- 
gus more than they would lose.

THE TARIFF LAID ASIDE 


And the Senate |Takes Up the River and 
_ Harbor Bill 

WASHINGTON, August 15.—When the senate 
convened this morning, Mr. Quay made a personal 
explanatien as toa remark attributed to him in 
the newspaper reports of the republican caucus 
last night. He had been represented as saying 
that he did not wish to have southern members Of 
the house of representatives yelping at his heels, 
urged only by the speaker. He had made no such 
remark, and had made no reflection on the dis- 
tinguished presiding oflicer of the other branch of 
congress. 

'-Mr. Frye moved to proceed to the consideration 
of the river and harbor bill. 

Mr. Edmunds demanded the yeas and nays, 
which resulted 36 yeas to8 nays. Sothe bill was 
taken up. The republicans voting with the dem- 
ocrats for the consideration of the bill were

Mr. Hampton, havingasked Mr. Frye to allow 
him to have a bill taken up for action, Mr. Frye 
declined, and said that he had asked the finance 
cominittee to let him have two days for the con- 
sideration of the river and harbor bill, and that he 
Should ask the senate to remain in seszion tomor- 
row until the bill was finished. He did not feel at 
liberty, therefore, to yield any time for any o:her 
business. 

: ASKING FOR INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS. 

A number of committee amendments to the bill 
were agreed to, tneluding an increase in the ap- 
Bolessent for Charleston, 8S. C., harbor from 

350,000 tu $375,000. 

_Also increasing the appropriation for Cape Fear 
river at and below Wilmington, N.C., from £199,- 
000 to $200,000 ; for Contentnia creek, N. C., from 
$5,000 to $7,000; for Neuse river up to Smithfield, 
N. C., from $12,000 to $2),000, and for Mackey’s 
creek, N. C., from $10,000. to $15,000; inserting an 
item of $3,000 for Pasquotank river, N. €.; in- 
creasing the appropriation for the Tennes- 
see river, below Chattanooga, from $475,000 
to $500,000; striking out several provisions 
for the improvement of the Mississippi river 


‘from the passes to the mouth of the Ohio river, 


and substituting for them the following: Im- 
proving the Mississippi river from the head of the 
passes to the mouth of the Ohio river, including 
Salaries, clerical, office, traveling and -miscel- 
laneous expenses of the Mississippi.commission, 


continuing improvement to $3,500,000, which sum- 


Shall be expended under the direction of the 
secretary of war,in accordance with the plans, 
Specifications and recommernylations of the 
Mississippi river co;mmission, for general im- 
provement of the river, forsbuilding ot levees, for 
surveys, for work at harbers at Hickman, Ken., 
at New Madrid, Mo., at Helena, Ark., at Green- 
ville, Vicksburg and Natchez, Miss.; at New 
Orleans, La., at the head of the Atchafalaya, and 
the mouth of Red river, and at other localities, in 
fuch a manner, to such extent and in such 
prevportion as in their opinion shall best promote 
the ginterests of commerce and nayigation. 

A similar substitute to the above was made in 
regard to the Missouri river appropriations, they 
being placed under control of the Missouri river 
commission, 

Upon the item of 855,000 for continuing the im- 
provement of Har'em river, a good deal of discus- 
Sion arose between New York and New England 
Senators as to the method in which this improve- 
ment should proeced, ' 

No action was taken on the amendment, which 
went over till tomorrow, and the senate, at 6 
o'clock, p. m., adjourned.

MONEY FOR THE RED MAN. 
The House Adopts the Conference Report on 
the Indian Appropriation Bill. 

WASHINGTON, August 15.—In the house, Mr. 
Belden, of New York, made another unsuccessful 
effort to secure the passage of the senate bill 
grantiug leave of absence to per diem employes 
inthe customs service, Mr. Kerr, of lowa, assum- 
ing the rote of objection in this instance. 

The house then proceeded to the consideration 
of the conference report on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill, 

Mr. Cannon, of Tlinois, criticized the report as 
being the most extraordinary one which had ever 
been submitted during his experience in the 
house, .When the biil was first submitted to the 
house, he had conceived it to be his duty to raise 
apointof order against items aggregating in 
appropriation $530,000. These items had been 
stricken out. The senate had agreed to amend- 
inents aggregating $1,200,900. The house had non- 
curred in these ammendments. Then this strange 
thing happened: The conference report carried 
the full billasit passed the house withthe full 
amount of the senate amendments and $12,000 
nore. The bill created a number of new offices 
and increased a number of salaries. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas—Have not many new offices 
been created ail along the line? f 

Mr. Cannon—Yes, but not so many as were 
createdtwo years ago. We have not caught up 
with our democratic friends yet, but we are chas- 
ing them mighty close. anerete As reported 
from the conference committee the bill is unwise, 
extraordinary, unexampled, ‘extravagant and 
ought not to be passed. 

THE COMMITTEE ON RULES BLAMED. 

Mr. Peel, of Arkansas, one of the conferees, 
said that it “WaS amusing to see the gentleman 
from Llinois criticizing the senate amendments. 
If the committee on rules, of which the gentie- 
man was a distinguished figure, had given the 
committee on Indian affairs a day in court, nearly 
all the provisions embraced in the senate amend- 
ments would have been passed in separate bills. 
The gentleman, as a member of the committee on 
rules, had declined to give time to the committee 
on Indian affairs, and now he found that he had 
sawed the limb off between himself and the tree. 

RELIEVING THE DESTITUTE. 

Mr. Cannon, by unanimous consent, called up 
the senate joint resolution, providing that the 
unexpended balance of the appropriation for the 
aid of Mississippi flood sufferers shall be used to 
aid destitute persons in Oklahoma. After the 
adoption of the amendment provid:ng that money 
shail be disbursed under direction of the secretary 
of war, the joint resolution was passed. 

The Nat McKay bill was then resumed. A mo- 
tion to refer it to the committee on claims was 
rejected. Yeas, 45; nays, 102, the speaker count- 
ing a quorum. 

The vote then recurred onthe passage of the 
McKay bill, which resulted, yeas 77, nays 50, no 
quorum, and a cail of the house was ordered, but 
failed to divulge a quorum. 

Mr. Thomas, of Wisconsin, offered a resolution 
directing the sergeant-at-arms to arrest absent 
members. 

MR. BAKER AND THE ABSENTEES. 

Mr. Baker, of New York, created some little ex- 
citement by offering asa substitute therefor a 
resolution reciting an editorial appearing in the 
New York Sun of this morning upon a declaration 
of Roger Q. Mills, of Texas, that “this Washing- 
ton is no place for me.” 

Scareely had the clerk begun to read the pre- 

mble when he was interrupted by protests from 
both sides of the house. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, was the first fo put in 
his earnest protest against the reading of the pre- 
amble, and the speaker suggested to Mr. Baker 
that ‘he had better withdraw it. 

Sut this Mr. Baker declined to do, insisting that 
the resolution accompanying the preamble was in 
order and thatthe preamble was perfectly ger- 
mane to the resolution. 

Mr. Heard, of Missouri, indignantly reminded 
the gentleman from New York that Mr. Mills was 
yaired with Mr. McKinley, and Mr. Sayers, of 

exas, with as much indignation suggested to the 
gentieman the propriety of taking care of his 
vuwn colleagues. 

Mr. Baker submitted that his resolution was in 
order and ought to be read, and the preamble 
printed in The Record.

Before the reading of the resolution was com- 
pleted, Mr. Green, of Iowa, rose and objected to 
the clerk proceeding, and his ee was echoed 
by republicans and democrats alike.

WRECKS ON THE RAIL, 


IN WHICH SEVERAL PERSONS WERE 


KILLED, 


DASTARDLY WORK OF WRECKERS. 


Au Excursion Train Thrown from the Track 
—The Cars Badly Damaged and Several 
Excursionists Injured. 


Detroit, August 15.—An eastbound North 
Shore limited train on the Michigan Central 
road was badly wrecked at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon at Augusta, Mich. Report says the 
limited struck a protruding car of a freight 
which had been side-tracked. The engine 
then jumped the track and crashed into the 
depot, completely wrecking the building, and, 
it is rumored that two boys, who were inside, 
were killed outright. After striking the 
building the engine ran a few yards and ex- 
picded, blowing Fireman Gregg to atoms and 
instantly killing Engineer McRoberts. The 
particulars thus far received do not mention 
any passengers being killed, although the num- 
ber of injured is given at from twelve to fif- 
teen.

TRAIN WRECKERS AT WORK. 


Excursion Train on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Thrown Off. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., August 15.—A dastardly at- 
tempt was made last night to wreck an Atlantic 
City excursion train on the Baltimore and Ohio 
road, at a point twenty miles from this city, where 
the road runs along Youghiogheny river, thirty 
fect above the water. The train, which consisted 
of six sleepers and a baggage car, was crowded 
with excursionists pound for the seashore. It 
was late in gatting away from the city, and was 
proceeding ata rapid pace to make up lost time. 
Near Osceola station an obstruction was en- 
countered. There was a terrific crash and the en- 
gine was thrown over the embankment. The cars 
ran along the rails for fifty feet, where they fell 
over on the west bound track toward the hillside, 
The engine was completely wrecked. The casual- 
ties were: 

NKilled—YAnkee Sullivan, of Pittsbnrg, one of 
the oldest engineers on the road; Danie] Goodwin, 
engineer of tl® eastern division, who was riding 
in the cab; an unknown man, supposed to be a 
tramp, riding between the tender and baggage car. 

bireman King was painfully, but not danger- 
ously injured. He waa thrown into a tree thirty 
feet away. The passengers escaped with slight 
bruises, It is surmised that the intention Was 
to wreck the high-class freight train, which usu- 
ally precedes the DacHic express, but followed 
aiter it yesterday. Four ties were placed securely 
onand betweenthe rails. All that preventeda 
frizhtful loss of life is the fact that the coaches 
fell the opposite way from the engine, and did not 
fo'low it into the river. The train had 200 passen- 
gers.

THE HANGING OF PHILLIPS, 


Who Killed Captain Overbey, Last April— 
The Row in the Road. 

DANVILLE, Va., August 15.—At Boydton, in 
Mecklenburg county, John Phillips, colored, was 
hanged today for the brutal murder of Captain 
Robert C. Overbey, a prominent citizen of that 
county, on the 12th of April last. Phillips met 
Captain Overbey in the road, and haymg been re- 
monstrated with by Overbey for boisterous con- 
duct, he sought a row with him, and on very 
slight, if any, provocation seizeda heavy bludgeon 
and struck Captain Overbey a powerful blow, fell- 
ing him to the earth witha crushed skull. Public 
indignation ran high over the affair, and Phillips 
was carried to Petersburg, Va., jail to prevent 
lynching. He was convictedin May. Last night 
he was brought from Petersburg by a military es- 
cort, and was hanged at 10:25 o’clock a. m., today. 
He confessed his guilt and was cool and unexcited 
to the last. His neck was broken by the fall.

New York, August 15.—Members of the Knights 
of Labor expressed the opinion this morning that 
& compromise by which the strikers will return to

sible would be reached when Mr. Powderly and 
members of the general executive board called on 
Vice President Webb. From the talk of the rail- 
roagq men, however, this seems to be overconfi- 
dence on the part of the strikers, for it is stated, 
that the company will stand by the spirit and let- 
ter of its statement used last night. General Su- 
perintendent Voorhees said this morning he was 
tired of hearing about the strike now, and thougnt 
it was time for every one toagree that it was over. 
Mr. Voorhees would not say anything about the 
probable visitrof Mr. Powderly to the officials. 

“i do not know,” said he, “the purport of his 
intended visit, and have no idea of what proposals 
he intends to make, Perhaps he may not come 
here at all. Now,I don’t think there is much 
taiking required. They all know what the com- 
=o do going to do in reference to the strikers. 

Ve have acted as fairly as we could in the matter. 
We don’t need many more men now. The freight 
yard at Sixty-Fifth street is all rightagain. We 
wil run the last of the old freight out today, and 
by tomorrow we will be in the same condition we 
were before the strike tuok place. While we still 
keep the police around us we fear no danger, but

COMPLETED. 


The Committee Ready to Report the Gen- 
eral Deficiency Bill. 

WASHINGTON, August 15,—The senate committee 
on appropriations today completed consideration 
of the general deficiency appropriation bill and 
reported it to the senate with a number of 
amendments which, with one exception, do not 
largely increase the total of the bill, as it came 
from the house. 

This exception is a-provision for the payment of 
the French spoliaticn claims aggregating $1,239,- 
688, All provisions for payments to widows of 
deceased congressmen are stricken out, as well as 
extra allowance for compensation of official re- 
porters of the house. The former action 
taken because payments in certain instances run 
up to $10,000, nearly double the usual alllowance 
and it was thought best to agree upon a fixed uni- 
form sum in conference.

| DARNELL FOR CONGRESS 


HE ANNOUNCES HIS CANDIDACY 
AT CANTON. 


HE IS OPPOSED TO INDEPENDENTISM. 


Other Political News in Georgia—Bob Lewis 
Renominated in Hancock—Tom Caba- 
niss for the Senate. 


Canton, Ga., August 15.—[Special.]—Since 
Friday of last week the following announce- 
ment has been circulated and posted through- 
out the county: 

PUBLIC SPEAKING. 

The people of Cherokee county will be addressed 
in a public speech at the courthouse in Canton on 
Friday, August 15th, at1 o’clock p. m., by S. A. 
Darnell. All are cordially invited toattend and 
hear him. He isa candidate for congress from 
this district, and will discuss the issues of the 
campaign froma republican standpoint. 

Colonel Darnell came in on this morning’s 
train, and at once went to the Canton hotel, 
where he met and talked with a number of 
his party and personal friends who had 
gathered here to hear him speak. I hada 
talk with the colonel before his speech. When 
asked if it was true he was a candidate for 
congress he said: “I have never permitted 
inyself to make any announcement of my can- 


_didacy, nor authorized any one to make any 


however. the 
no doubt, 


such announcement for me: 
time has come when the people, 
desire to know, and, since the demo- 
cratic nominee has been named; Il 
have no objection to stating that I would con- 
sent to be the candidate of my party if the 
nomination should be tendered to me by the re- 
publican convention, to be held, perhaps, early 
in September; and I shall state in my speech 
today that I am a candidate for the republican 
nomination for congress from this district.” 
HOW HE FIGURES IT OUT. 

A regular conventicn, he said, will be called 
to meet in Gainesville earlyin September next, 
composed of delegates as nsual from each of 
the seventeen counties in this congressional 
district. Cherokee is the only county yet that 
has selected delegates, the republicans of the 
county having met on the 6th and elected 
John T. Wheeler and Y. J. Thomason. They 
are uninstructed, however, but wil! likely vote 
for Darnell. Pickens county, Colonel Dar- 
nell’s home county, acts next Saturday, and 
Fannin county on Saturday of next week. All 
of the counties, he says, are moving, 
and Colonel Darne!] thinks, all things taken 
into consideration, there are and will be polled 
20,000 votes, and that of this number 8,000 
votes will be cast for the republican candidate. 
The district can poll a larger vote, but Coionel 
Darnell thinks on account of the dissatisfac- 
tion and disaffection throughout the district 
not more than 20,000 votes will be polled, and 
he is firm in his’ belief that at 
least 8,000 of these will be cast 
solidly for the republican nominee. 

The other 12,000 votes, he says, will be about 


equally divided between Colonel Winn, the | 


democratic nominee, and Rey. T. Pickett, the 
so-called independent. He thinks that the re- 
publican party in Georgia will be more solidly 
united this year than ever before, especially so 
in the ninth district, inasmuch as a great many 
who have not heretofore voted with the repub- 
licans: will vote with them this year. 

Mr. Davidsen, of Pickens county, the can- 
didate on the ‘‘third party” platform, he 
thinks, will get very few votes, not enough to 
change or affect the result on either side. 

Of the campaign he said: “ 
Mr. Pickett had not already an- 
nounced his purpose to challenge Mr. Winn to 
joint discussion, I would have done so, and 
I would yet, but I hardly know how we could 
go about a triangle discussion, a joint debate 
between Winn, Pickett and myself. I do not 
know just who would be entitled to acon- 
clusion.” 

OPPOSED TO INDEPENDENTS. - 

The republicans, said he, will make a 
Vigorous, uncompromising campaign for con- 
gress in this and several other districts 
in Georgia, and it will be the policy of 
the party toalso run candidates for senator, 
representative and all county olficers. Where- 
everarepublican candidate is put out a vigorous 
fight will be made for him, and the party will 
stand together practically solid for him. 

“We oppose independents,’ he said, “or 
rather we oppose the present. independent 
candidate for congréss, because he represents 
nothing, no principle, andis not a man of 
ability, and like all independents, 
his conduct toward republicans has 
been such asto indicate that he cares noth- 
ing for them but to use them. In other 
words, he is willing that the republicans be in 
the procession, provided they will ride behind. 
He is willing for them to work in the ditches 
without being allowed to go on dress parade. 

Vewant no Picketts, no independents, but 
‘straight goods.’ Give us an organized deimo- 
crat in preference to an independent democrat, 
and I appeal to all republicans, and hope that 
no republicanin this district will ever again 
vote for an independent, but that they will 
stand by their organization and their own can- 
didates, and be men, and put down independ- 
entism. 

‘We propose to make this congressional 
campaign on principle and for the defeat of 
both the democratic candidates, viewing Mr. 
Pickett at this time as a democrat.” 

It isthe settled purpose of the party, he 
said, he understood, to run a candidate for 
congress in every district of this state, where 
the same can be done, and particularly so in 
the first, tifth and possibly in the seventh, with 
the ninth. Just who will make the race in 
the fight he is not in a position to know ; possi- 
bly Bullock, Angier, Haight or Wilson. 

Colonel Darnell Speaks. 


At 1:25 o’clock Colonel Darnell went to the 
courthouse, where was assembled about two 
hundred citizens of the county, perhaps about 
one-third of whom were republicans, including 
about a dozen negroes. He was introduced by 
Joseph Heard, chairman of the republican 
executive committee of this county, who is 
also a candidate for representative and has 
been for the last twelve or fifteen years. Mr. 
Heard spoke of him in very complimentary 
terms, and introduced him as a republican, 
but at the same time, a friend of all demo- 
crats, inasmuch as while a member of the 
Georgia legislature, he championed educa- 
tional matters in which all the people were 
interested. 

Colonel Darnell delved into his speech of 
two | hours and during this time he held the 
close attention of his hearers and occasionally 
was applauded by his republican friends, and 
some of his remarks, too, were met with favor 
by the democrats and othersp resent, and alto- 
gether he made a fair republican speech and 
gaye his hearers, especially the republicans, 
entire satisfaction. 

During the course of his speech he took 
occasion, asamatter of course, to arraign 
the democratic party and dubbed it a party of 
obstruction. 

He attacked the party’s position on the tariff, 
and charged it with subserviency to England 
and English greed,and that would subject 
this country to the domination of English 
greed. He dealt, too, with democratic local 
governments, and referred to defaulting dem- 
ocratic state treasurers. in the southern states.

M'CULLOUGH'S STORY. 


HE GIVES HIS VERSION OF THE 
SHOOTING OF POWELL. 


A Sensational Scene in the Courthouse at 
Grifin—The Prisoner Makes an Inter- 
esting Statement. 

Grarrix, Ga., August 15.—[Special.]}— 
Although the day has been rainy and very disa- 
greeabie generally, the courthouse has been 
taxed to its utmost to accommodate the crowd 
interested in the McCullough case. Standing 
room has-been ata premium during the en- 
tire day, and as thelights were turned on at7 
o’clock tonight if any had gone from the room 
others had quickly come to take their. places. 

THE PRISONER MAKES A STATEMENT. 

The evidence was concluded at 12 o’clock, 
after which the prisoner made the following 
statement: 

“I wasin my room asleep on the night of 
March 6th, when Jack Powell came into it at 
about 8 o’clock and woke me up. When I 
raised up he put his arm arovnd my 
neck and I felt something cold. raised his 
arm off my skoulder and found he had a Knife 
open in his hand. I got up and sat down in a 
chair, when Jack asked me tosit back down by 
him, but I declined. He then alluded to a dif- 
ficulty we had had twelve months before, say- 
ing he had come to settle it one way or the 
other. Ireminded him that it was settled 
long before, when he said if ever he had mis- 
treated me and I would prove it to him he 
would give me $1,000.” 

McCullough’s reply tothis would not look 
well in print. 

‘‘Powell became angered by the remark,” 
said McCullough, “and said no man should 
say suchathing tohim, and started at me 
with his knife. Cunningham caught hold of 
Powell and I explained that I meant no re- 
flection on him. Then he proposed friendship, 
and that we go down and get a drink. 
We arranged to go when he again became 
angry and started forme with his knife, bat 
was again stopped by George Cunninghain. 


- This time he said if he could not reach me with 


his knife he had a good thirty-eight that would 
reach me, and threw his hand behind him. We 
made friends again and started for the bar, 
Cunningham in front, Powell following and. 
mein the rear. Powell stopped on the steps 
and began cursing me; calling me a d— thief, 
scoundrel and using other terrible epithets, 
and saying he intended to cut my entrails out. 
Cunningham interfering again, we got him 
quieted. We proceeded to the barroom when 
he again cursed me as he had in the room and 
on the steps andisaid: ‘Jack, good God, 
thought you had come down to ‘sét ’em up’, [ 
didn’t know you wanted a fuss.’ 

“Weagain shook hands and drank a glass 
of beer. Jack renewed the fuss, cursing me 
as before, saying he would show me how he 
could cut my throat, by sticking his knife into 
the post, washstand and counter. I walked 
up to the washstand and had my attention 
drawn in the store by something fatling, when 
he, Jack, walked up behind me and raised liis 
knife as if to cut -me. 

“Cunningham caught his arm. Jack said 
there was a —— -——— in the house mad with 
him, and he would not say anything; if he 
did he would cut his throat. Walking to- 
ward me he said, "I could do you that way,’ ”’ 

Much more such language was used before 
the fatal minute, McCullough, according to 
the testimony and his statement, acting on 
the defensive. 

“Going out the door,’’ says McCullough, “I 
thought to escape him, but he followed me, 
and when I had reached the middle of the 
platform, Jack grabbed me by my leftshoulder 
and .pulled me round. Catching me by the 
lappe! of my coat and raising his knife, he 
said: ‘I’ll just cut your d—n throat.’ < 

“T caught his arin as it was coming down 
holding it and scuffing with him. I said: ‘Oh, 
don’t, Jack, don’t do.sthat!’ He said, ‘Turn 
me loose, I’ll eut your insides out.’ 

“I shoved him orfe side and stepped off the 
platform. AsI did so my foot siipped and I 
feilto my knees. Looking back I saw him 
coming with his knife raised, and Ifired. The 
first shot blinded meso I could not see Jack, 
but saw him fal), after the third shot, on the 
edge of the platform. Then 1 went off across 
the street and hid.’”’ , 

“My intention,’ said McCullough to THr 
CONSTITUTION, ‘“‘was to stay away until the 
excitement died out and then come in and 
give myself up, but was advised by friends not 
to do so for some months, and hence went to 
Texas.”’ 

“The statement was delivered in a very lucid 
manner, free entirely from excitement. 
THE ARGUMENTS BEGUN. 

Speaking begun immediately after the evi- 
dence was aliin, Hon. John D. Stewart lead- 
ing off-ina short speech for the prosecution. 
Colonel T. kh. Miil followed Judge Stewart 
for the defense in a two hours argument that 
was clear and forcible in behalf of his client. 
Colonel E. W. Hammond concluded the 
argument in the evening for the defense in 
one of the best efforts of his life. Colonel 
Mill’s speech was considered by many the 
finest ever delivertd in Griftin, and he is being 
warmly congratulated tonight. Colonel 
Womack will conclude for the staje, when the 
case will go to the jury.

A LIVELY MBETING TO BE HELD IN 
ROME TODAY. 


Strong Opposition Manifested to the Legisla- 
tive Ticket Nominated—Probability of 
Another Ticket. 


Roms, Ga., August 15.—(Special.]—The 
political cloud hangs heavy and dark over 
Floyd county, and promises to burst forth into 
one of the hottest contests in the state. 

Many of Floyd’s most prominent politicians 
express themselves as being dissatisfied with the 
nominees, saying that their nomination is no 
expression of the people’s choice, and that it 
was made in violation of an express under- 
standing, by which Rome was ignored and 
rebuffed.

FAIRBURN, Ga., August 15.—[{[Special.]—As here- . 


tofore prophesied, A.J. Snelson is an independent 
candidate for senator in the sixth senatorial dis- 
trict. His announcement occurred here today. 

The Snelson part of the senatorial district con- 
vention met here at 11 o’clock today. The list of 
delegates was ordered made out by T. B. Swanson, 
chairman. After some time the names of the del- 
egates were read out. Many delegates were 
present who were not present before. 

W. W. Hindman moved that Snelson be nomi- 
nated by acclamation. Mr. T.J. Bullard moved as a 
substitute that the roll of deleretes be called, 
and each man yote for his choice for candidate for 
senator. 

The chairman Said he would put the substitute 
first, but Mr. Hindnian withdrew his motion, and 
the chairman was called upon to know bow they 
should vote on the substitute. The chairman 
announced that all favoring the substitute would 
vote yes, and all against it to vote no. The roll 
call proceeded, and every one voted yes except a 
few who voted “Snelson” instead of ‘“‘yes.”’ 

When the vote was finished the chairman an- 
nounced that Snelson was nominated. None of 
the mnembers noticed the mistake, and they 
thought they had nominated Snelson when, in 
fact, they adopted the substitute only. But they 
went on all the same. 

G. L. Peavy then moved the adoption of a reso- 


lution giving the chairman the right to appoint 


the members of the executive committee, one man 
from each county, on recommendation of the del- 
evates from each county. Campbell elected M. P. 
Hurvey; Douglas, J. W. Brown; Meriwether, J.C. 
Audrews, and when Coweta’ county was called it 
appeared that no one was present from that 
county, and on motion of G. L. Peavy, J. B. Sims 
was selected as the gentleman from Coweta. 

The resolution provided that T. B. Swanson 
should be the chairman of the democratic execu- 
tive committee of the disfrict.

that was entitled to the senator. 

On motion of G. L. Peavy, a committee of three 
was appointed to issue an address to thé people of 
the district and e> p'ain why there were two candi- 
dates. Thechairman reserved the right to name 
this committee after the adjournment of the con- 
vention. The chairman announced the committee, 
however, before adjournment, as follows: T. J. 
Bullard, G. L. Peavy and W. W. Hindman. 

Mr. Snelson was present in *he convention all 
the time. He went upon the platform and ina 
short talk accepted the nomination. He said that 
the election in October wou!d determine whether 
he was the choice of the people or not. 

On motion the assembly adjourned sine die.

THE DIVINE POET AND HIS GREAT 


WORKS. 


An Interesting Day at Chautauqua—Today’s 
Programme One of Promise—Matters 
to Be Looked For. 


The programme at the Piedmont Chautau- 
qua yesterday, included two lectures on lit- 
erary topics. 

The first was Mr. Vincent’s entertaining 
description of “‘Six Remarkable Books.” The 
six were: 1. The Nazarine Bible; 2. The 
Caxton Game of Chess; 3. Elzevir French 
Cook Book; 4. The First Folio of Shakes- 
peare; 5. The First Edition of Pickwick 
Papers, and 6. Thé Revises of the Bible, by 
Noah Webster. 

Told in Mr. Vincent’s racy style the story 
of the ups and downs of the books in the lit- 
erary market, was very entertaining, and most. 
of the facts were new to his audience, which, 
* course, added another charm to the lec- 

ure. , 

Today, Mr. Vincent delivers the last in the 
series, and as his subjectisto be ‘‘Ruskin,” 
everybody will go to hear him. 

The afternoon lecture was by Hon. Walter 
B. Hill, of Macon, Ga., and was a biograph- 
ical critical sketch’ of Sydney Lanier. The 
story of Lanier’s life and struggles was told 
from a deeply sympathetic heart, and in lan- 
guage that would have done credit to the poet- 
musician himself. The largest audience of 
the day greeted Mr. Hill, and every one thor- 
ougly enjoyed him. There is little doubt that 
there will be more inquiries for Lanier’s books 
resulting from Mr. Hill’s admirable address. 

The normal class was largely attended and 
the discussion interesting. Af 5 o’clock p. m. 
Dr. Lynes gave an interesting address in con- 
titiuation of the one of the night previous. It 
was fully illustrated by experiments which 
were very helpful toa clear understanding of 
the subjects discussed. 

The music, both afternoon and night, was, 
as it always is, enjoyable. 

At 8 o’clock p.m. Dr. Dickerman closed 
the series of illustrated lectures on ‘‘Egyptol- 
ogy.’’ They have been scholarly and thorough, 
evincing the most careful and painstaking re- 
search, a thorough knowledge of the litera- 
ture of the subject and skill in the reading of 
hieroglyphs and interpreting symbols. In 
spite of the fact that they have Soon listened 
to with critical interest by the students and 
facuity of the Boston university and similar 
institutions, they are popular in style, and 
have held the interest of a good-sized audi- 
ence of people, many of whom have had no 
opportunity for the study of Egyptology. The 
lecture of last night was on ‘‘'The Hebrews in 
Egypt.”’

Quoting some remarks from The Charles- 
ton News and Courier relative to the boycott 
suggestion, The New York Herald announ- 
ces that it ‘‘is sorry to learn that everybody 
is laughing at it (the boycott) and at its god- 
father John B. Gordon.’

John B. Gordon was more popular with the 
people of Georgia and the south than he is 
today. The people have most heartily en- 
dorsed his utterances on the force bill, and 
The Herald need not doubt that if the issue 
had been made, those on whose action the 


” boycott depended would have acted promptly 


and effectively. 

The protest against the boycott suggestion 
came solely from editors that are not in the 
habit of either leading or interpreting south- 
ern sentiment, and The Herald may be very 
sure that no in whose opinion is worth 
anything has ever laughed at General Gor- 
don on account of his hearty endorsement of 
THE CONSTITUTION’S suggestion.

‘Thus we hear the Philadelphia Inquirer 
exclaiming that the alliance is ‘‘running 
riot through the southern and western 
states,’ and that ‘‘just what it is aiming at 
eventually is not entirely apparent in Penn- 
sylvania,’’ where conditions, so to speak, 
are different. ‘‘It is useless to try to halt 
the movement,’’ says the Inquirer, and it is 
evident that our contemporary has no inten- 
tion of making an effort in that direction. 

But see how these editors veer around! 
When thealliance began to develop strength 
and spread through the states they clap- 
ped their hands for joy and said: ‘‘Great 
good will come to us from this movement. 
Let us cozen the farmers and they will come 
“ever and help us.’’ 

But now we hear the Philadelphia In- 
quirer warning the farmers of Pennsylvania 
against organization, and assuring them 
that they have no need of it, and further-

The Carolina Situation. 

The complication in South Carolina seems 
to be very serious, and this fact is to be. re- 
gretted, for if the two democratic factions 
fail to make mutual compromises, or to come 
to some unanimous understanding, the party 
in that state will be overthrown and the re- 
publicaus will resume control of affairs—a 
result that will not only ruin South Caro- 
lina, but will be bad for the whole country. 

So far as we can see, there is no excuse 
whatever for the present condition of af- 
fairs; The campaign on the part of both 
factions has been blundering and bungling 
from the start; but whatever may be said of 
Mr. Tillman and his methods of debate, it is 
very clear now, as it has been for many 
weeks, that he has a majority of the people 
at his back.

In the con- 
vention which has just come to an unfortu- 
nate ending, he had an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the delegates. As the representa- 
tive and leader of a majority of the white 
people of South Curolina, some considera- 
tion was due him even from those who are 
most violently opposed to him. Something 
was due to the people—the common people, 
if you please—of whom he is the chosen 
leader, and something was due to the state. 

It was not to be expected that the demo- 
crats who assembled in convention in Co- 
lumbia would bow to the will of the minority 
faction, especially after.the remarkable ut- 
terances of the prominent men and the lead- 
ing newspapers. Nevertheless, the minority 
faction, who call themselves the ‘“Straight- 
outs,’’ seceded from the democratic conven- 
tion because the majority carried out its pur- 
poses; and now we are told that another 
campaingn is to be made against Tillman; 
that ‘there is to be another candidate if Till- 
man is nominated; and that there can be 
no compromise unlegs the minority faction 
has its way. 

This is the situation in Carolina, and it is 
a deplorable one. That the minority demo- 
crats have grievances we have no doubt, but 
there can be no political grievance impor- 
tant enough to justify a division of the party 
at this time. We may say further that the. 
minority which defies the will of the major- 
ity to the extént of jeopardizing the best in- 
terests of the whole people takes upon itself 
the responsibility of the result. Even in 
South Carolina there can be no genuine 
democracy that does not bow to the will of 
the people. 


Trouble in Oklahoma. 

Very little has been heard from Okla- 
homa since the first grand rush for that 
fancied El Dorado, but until recently the 
news which has reached us from that source 
has been of a cheerful character. 

But now appeals from destitute and 
starving peopleare coming in, and the gov- 
ernment is besieged with requests for relief. 

Oklahoma has not proved a paying in- 
vestment to many, and there must be great 
distress there, if all accounts are true. The 
people are clamoring at the doors of the gov- 
ernment for aid, and their appeals are 
piteous in the extreme. 

But they have little to hope for from that 
source. They somehow think that the 
government is responsible for their being in 
Oklahoma, and that they: have a right to 
ask its aid. Congress, however, thinks dif- 
ferently. When the question came up it 
was stated that no aid could be given the 
starving people, because federal officials, 
who are drawing good salaries, demanded, 
and should have, more money. 

What is the misery of a thousand starving 
people in comparison to the wants of a few 
fat federal officials? 

Let Oklahoma help herself and the gov- 
ernments’ officials will do likewise! 


Let Us Have Better Schools. 

The unanimous adoption of Mr. Giessner’s 
resolution by the State Agricultural Society, 
is one of the best signs of the times. For 
several years the sentiment in favor of a 
substantial improvement of the common 
school system has been growing in the state, 
and the time is ripe for a concerted and 
well-organized movement to that end. 

We may now do the work that will estab- 
lish a school system for which our children 
and children’s children will rise up and call 
us blessed. Let us put within reach of every 
boy and girl in Georgia a school which will 
come up tothe full measure of the tuition 
provided by the state constitution. 

When we do this we remove the chief 
cause of discontent among the agricultural 
population, and the cause which is sending 
so many of the best farmers- to town. They 
come toedneate their children. Fix it so 
they may educate them as _ well in the coun- 
try, and farming will become the most popu- 
lar of all avocations. Then you will see 
things réversed. Many of the brainiest and 
most energetic men in the towns and cities 
will seek the health and fresh air of the 
country for the rearing of their children. 

Farming pays brainy, hard-working men 
in Georgia, and they know it. Hundreds of 
them, would quit the towns for the broad 
treo: of the country today if good com- 
mon @hools were established within reach 
of the whole rural population. 

For fifteerror twenty years after the war 
the cities prospered while the farms stood 
still. During the last five or ten years there 
has beén a wonderful improvement in the 
country districts, but even nowthe country 
does not keep pace with the town. Give it 
education and it will, for it has as good 
brains and muscle. 

Hiow this shall be done is a question of 
the gravest concern. First, the money must 
be raised and then the school system must 
be perfected. For several years the ideas of 
the general assembly have been growing 
larger, and the probability is that the com- 
ing legislature will be disposed to do more 
for the school fund than any general assem- 
bly that ever met in Atlanta. The farmers 
will elect most of this legislature, and the 
farmers are committed to a policy of _educa- 
tion. They are roused to the importance of 
this matter as they have never been roused 
before, and will support an effort to give the 
state six months schools. We speak of the 
farmers beca they represent the majority 
of the people, but all classes are in favor of 
more liberal provision for the education of 
the masses. It has come to the point where 
it.is a necessity. If we would compete with 
other portions of the country for desirable 
accessions to our population, we must_pro- 
vide for the education of the immigrani’s 
children; otherwise he will not come. The 
easiest solution of the race problem in the 
south is to bring in a good class of immi- 
grants till the white .race preponderates so 
largely that there will be no cavilling about 
votes.and no consequent irritation -between 
the two races. 

This is no menace to the negro. The 
southern white man always has been and 
always will be his best friend. 

Let alone, we will provide equitably for 
the, negro, and should he ever go from us we 
will not send him out empty-handed. 

But it is to the interest of both races that 
the south put herself where she can -study 
the problem without embarrassment. To do 
this she must have such a majority of white 
votes that the cry of fraud and oppression 
will forever cease. To get such a popula- . 
tion. she must have edneational. facilities

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GENERAL GORDON’S SPEECH. 


His Remarks on the Financial Policy of the 
Government. 

In his speech at LaGrange Governor Gordon 
spoke as tollows on the financial policy of the gov- 
ernment: 

General Gordon said: 

“I come at your bidding to answer your ro!) call, 
as a soldier enlisted in your cause and enlisted for 
the war. I have no fears, my fellow countrymen, 
that I shall be misunderstood by this convention, 
or by the people of Georgia, For fifteen years or 
more lL have stood where I stand today on these 
questions. Fifteen years ago, in another position 
conferred by your partiality, I attempted te 
demonstrate the proposition that whenever in an 
agricultural country that great industry lan- 
guished and wealth concentrated in the hands of 
the non-producers and the few, the conclusion 
was irresistible that there was some radical wrong 
in the financial policy of such country. While I 
cannot dwell upon this proposition now, it is safe, 
I think, to say that the financial policy of the gov- 
ernment, its national banks, its tariff taxation 
and its neediess and cruel contraction 
of; the circulating medium are largely 
responsible for the present agricule 
tural depression. Hence I rejoice at the avita- 
tion on this subject. I trust that the agitation 
will continue until the tillers of the soil and labor- 
ing masses all over this union are aroused, and 
unitedly demand achange. Let the agitation go 
on. Let the battle progress. Agitate! Agitate 
unceasingly, even on your subtreasury lines, if 
you choose; but do not denopnce as enemies the 
friends who cannot agree a3 to plans. Recegnize 
all as friends who will do battle for the common 
cause, Agitate on all lines until the congress is 
made to realize the country’s needs; but turn 
your guns on the foes of righteous demands for 
improved financial systems—not upon friends 
who battle with you for a common end. Gather 
unto your ranks every man who agrees with 
you as to, the necessities of the country. 
You will need them all, whether they 
agree as to this or that method. You cannot 
secure the needed reforms except through the 
congress—the house, the senate, the executive. 
To accomplish this will require a political battle, 
wisely conducted and of long duration. It becomes 
us, therefore, to co-operate with every army, every 
corps, division, company and individual so!dier, 
who are moving on conver lines toward the 
common meeting point, and forthe common ob- 
ject, whether they march upon this road or that. 
We shall need them all. Are you going to de- 
nounce as enemies, and drive from our ranks, the 
valiant hosts who approach from the west or the 


east, because they may differ with you as to the | 


safest lines of approach in order to secure the 
victory?” 

The general here illustrated his thought by 
depicting a scene between General Lee and 
General Jackson at Chancellorsville, and 
closed with an appeal for harmony between 
all those who were ready to co-operate im 
securing a better, broader and juster financial 
system. = ;

AND A CHECK TAKEN FROM A 
LETTER TRACED UP. 
Zt Is Run Down to Private Bent, a Soldier of 
the Fourth Artillery Stationed at the 
McPherson Barracks. 


Private John T. Bent, Battery 1, Fourth 


artillery, stationed at Fort’ McPherson, is in 
gerious trouble. 

He was. arrested Thursday, charged with 
robbing the mails. 

Policeman Baird made the arrest, on com- 
plaint from the proprietors of the B. & B. 
galoon, who cashed the check which Bent is 
charged with having become possessed of un- 
Jawfully. 

Private Bent is now in Fulton county jail. 
4n default of a $500 bond. He was sent there 
yesterday, after haying spent a day and a half 
in the stationhouse. — 

He admits having the check, but claims that 
he came by it legitimately. | 

Here are the details of the mail-robbing 
case, in which Bentis just at present playing 
the most important role: 

On the 3d day of July last, Copeland & Co., 
merchants of McDonough, Ga., mailed a 
check for the sum of $14.90 to Mr. J. N. Hale, 
at Atlanta. 

Mr. Hale received the check all right the 
following day. It was drawn on the Lowry 
Banking Company, and payable to Mr. Hale 
or order. Upon the same day on which he 
received the check, Mr. Hale endorsed it and 
gent it to his wife at Conyers, Ga‘ 

She never received the check, and Wednes- 
day evening last was the first ever heard of it. 
Whether it was taken out of Mr. Hale’s letter 
at the Atlanta postoffice, or while in transit, is 
a matter that has not so far been developed. 

- When Mr. Hale ascertained that the*® check 
bad not reached his wife at Conyers he at once 
laid the matter before the proper authorities, 
who began an investigation of the case. 

He also called at the Lowry bank and gave 
~w aotice that the check should not be paid when 
presented. 

For nearly a month nothing was heard of 
the missing check until yesterday, when 
Private Bent was arrested, or rather some 
hours before the arrest, when the check was 
presented at the bank for payment. 

It was presented by a whisky drummer by 
the name of Cluverius, who was in Kelly & 
Maier’s saloon trying to sell a bill of goods, 
when Henry Hetzell came in and asked Mr. 
Maier to cash it. 

Mr. Maier cid not have the change, and the 
drummer cashed the check as a favor. 

When payment was refused Mr. Cluverius 
explained how he got the check, and later Mr. 
Hetzel was found. __ 

Then the check was traced to Private Bent, 
who had given it to Hetzell to get cashed. 

Bent stated that he had bought the check 
for $9 from amaninthe B. & B. saloon, on 
Wednesday night, the man stating that he had 
to get it cashed so he could;leave for Marietta 
on the 11:15 train. 

He did not know the man from whom he had 
gotten it, claiming that he was drinking at the 
time. Iie had been with Hetzel during the 
evening, and cleared him of- blame by stating 
that he had simply allowed him to get the paper 
cashed because he did 1iot know anybody that 
would do it. . 

Yesterday Private Bent was taken before 
United States Commissioner Haight and sent 
to jail, as stated, in default of a $500 bond. 

It is the belief of the ofticers that Bent is 
holding back the name of the party who gave 
him the check, and unless he makes a clear 
showing to this effect, he will have to stand 
the consequences of the charge against him.

he correspondence is quite voluminous, but 
the most important —— is contained in a long 
letter addressed by Minister Reid to M. Ribot, on 
July 3d, last. Mr. Reid nts out that up to that 
time the exclusion of American pork had been 
upon sani grounds, and says it is only candid 
to explain that a majority of senators and repre- 
sentatives, including especially those from the 
great corn-growing and pork-producing states, 
regard the attitude of France as without warrant 
in factand unfriendly. “This old and growing 
feeling arises,” he says, “unlike your recent com- 
plaints about our tariff bills, from no mere 
objection to the size of duty you choose to im- 
pose, although within recent years you have 
gbeatly increased it, or to minor details in your 
custom house methods. It springs from a 
grievance more serious and deep-seated—your 
persistent discrimination in favor of the products 
of Germany, Italy, England and other countries* 
against those of your historic friend, which yon 
absolutely prohibit on a charge of their bad qual- 
ity, and we ask a repeal of this prohibition as an 
act of naked justice,too long deferred. It has been 
excured only by cots ‘ga the unhealthful- 
ness of American pork. Now, this product 
is perfectly known not to be unhealthful,and we no 
longer hear of any serious belief in any quarter 
thatitis. Your academy of medicine long ‘since 
decided in its favor. Your own exposition gave 
itthe highest award last year, in competition 
with all the world. After that award, through a 
letter, which I had the honor to address to your 
predecessor, M. Spriller, we challanged and in- 
vited a most vigorous examination by your scien- 
tific experts, and it was made, to their apparent 
satisfaction.” 

Mr. Reid presents an exhaustive analysis of 
French customs statistics to show the great loss of 
revenue, as well as loss to the internal trade of 
France, without any compensatory gain in any 
direction, and he expresses the hope that the 
facts and considerations here presented may be 
found sufficient to convince Mr. Ribot that the 
rearly withdrawal of the existing decree would be 
an act alike of friendliness, of duty and of policy. 


THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE. 


The British Government [Questioned as to 
Its Position. 

LONDON, August 10.—In the house of commons 
tonight Alexander Stovely Hill questioned the 
government regarding the position of the Behring 
sea negotiations. 

He said that a carefulinquiry on the spot had 
satisfied him that the methods by which British 
veasels conducted their fishing led to no undue 
waste. of seal life. It was notthe case that female 
seals were reckiessly slain. 

Sir James Furgueson, speaking forthe g>vern- 
ment, said that no adequate,judgment could be 
formed onthe negotiations oron the diplomatic 
correspondence on the subject until the house 
possessed Lord Salisbury’s final reply, which 
could net be put upon the table until it had been 
presented to the United States secretary of state. 
Cable dispatches just received intimated that this 
had been done. When the whole correspondence 
was published he believed the house would be 
satisfied with the spirit and manner in which the 
negotiations have} been conducted on the side of 
the British government. The aim of Lord Salis- 
bury’s action had beento establish close time for 
seals by an international arrangement and at the 
sanre time to prevent the further seizing of British 
vessels and secure compensation forthe seizures 
already made. The under foreign secretary's 
statement was received with remarks of ap- 
proval by the members. 

COMMENT OF THE LONDON PRESS. 

LONDON, August 6.—Commenting on the Behring 
sea blue book, The Times declares that it confirms 
the conclusion that the conduct of the American 
government in rejecting Sir Julian Pauncefote’s 
modus vivendi in instructing American cruisers 
to dismantle British vessels,and in breaking off ne- 

otiations evinces an arbitrariness and contempt 

or reason, happily rare in international rela- 
tions. - nowadays. Lord  S§Salisbury’s _ firm- 
ness, says The Times, will show the 
colonists that the home government is not as they 
sometimes affect to think, a mere funnel for 
diplomatic notes. "Tis childish of Mr. Blaine to 
treat the fact that we and the colonists refrained 
from fishing as the foundation’ of an obligation 
not to fish. 

The Standard says: 

The thunders in which Mr. Blaine has been deal- 
ing are of the most transparent and artificial kind. 
Irom first to last the taint of domestic American 
politics infest the negotiations. Even if America 

ossessed the exclusive rights claimed, 
‘ngland would be justified in resenting the 
strong mode by which the pretension was 
made good. The article concludes thus: ‘The 
position as it stands is not one that friends of 
goodwill between nations can view without mis- 
giving.”

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 15.—Disappointment in 
the street over the small acceptances of silver and 
the slowness of purchases of bonds by the treas- 
ury, caused a renewal of hesitation in the stock 
market today. Thereis no diminution in confi- 
dence inthe ultimate perimanent easing up of 
money by the action of the new silver law, and as 
the law is mandatory 4,500,000 ounces must be 
purchased within the month, and from present 
appearanc’s atconsiderably higher figures than 
those now ruling, which will give the meney mar- 
ket so much more relief. The full effects of this 
are not expected to be seen for from thirty to sixty 
days, however, andit is to purchases of bonds 
that the street is looking for immediate relief. 
Silver was higher in London today, and there was 
again considerable speculation in silver certifi- 
cates atsomewhat higher prices. Movements In 
the market were almost entirely devoid of inter- 
est, though the demand was sufficient, In view of 
a lack of offerings, to keep prices moving slowly 
in an upward direction. Tuere were considerable 
demands, supposed to be for the account of a 
»yrominent Chicago operator, who is supposed to 
be covering his shorts. These were supposed to 
be particularly heavy in Atchison and Lacka- 
wanna, and the latter stock was_ particularly 
strong, Notwithstanding the late efforts to prove 
that there will be no business for the Granger 
roads for the next year, the stocks of these roads 
today were lower. A violent attack*was made in 
the last hour upon Burlington and Quincy and 
Kock Island, but while the former broke 2'4 per 
cent to 101, it recovered as rapidly to 102‘, its 
final loss being only 34 per cent. Nock Island was 
specially strong until the last hour, when it lost 
al! of its early advances, closing unchanged. Mis- 
souri Pacific displayed the most even strength 
and is alone in making a material advance, its 
gain being 1 per cent. The early break was in 

reat measure due to buying for foreign account, 
Eut-after that demand had been satisfied there 
was.a reaction of meager proportion, followed by 
a steady, though slow, appreciation, which lasted 
until the raid in the last hour.

About the Georgia Phosphate Law. 
An oflicial opinion of great importance has 
just been announced by Secretary of State 


It concerns the granting of lands by the 
gtate, upon which are phosphate dcepes.ts. 
This involves a revenue to the state that is 
bound, in time, to become. very considerabte. 

General Cook's action in the matter has 
probably saved to the state many thousands of 


dollars. 
In this way. . 
Only a short while ago these deposits were 
found in south Georgia. The discovery was 


shigh order and were found in abundance. 

The law of ’85 to encourage the search for 
phosphate deposits provides for the lease of 
these finds to the finder in consideration of 
certain initial fees and the payment of a 


and removed. 
Speculators soon went to work and claims 


began to multiply. 

Application for the land was made, in many 
instances, under the old Head Rights taw, 
passed over a hundred years ago but still in 


effect. 

This law, if it applied to land on which phos- 

phate was found, would cheat the state of the 
a : , . Om 
revenue contemplated by the law of $5. 

It occurred to Generali Cook that the old 
law was repealed in cifect by the law of 1885 : 
and that head rights could not be given to 
marshes and to the beds of navigable streanis, 
inasmuch as the old law contemplated actual 
settlement, and in the very nature of things 
the marshes and beds of navigable streams 
were uninhabitable. 

He laid the matter, with the results of his 
investigation, before Attorney General An- 
derson. _ 

The opinion of the attorney general corrob- 
orates that of the secretary of state.- His 
letter reads: ‘ iz 

Hon. Philip Cook, Secretary of State: Dear Sir 
—After duly considering the questionabout which 
you request my opinion, | have reached the‘ con- 
clusion that the “head rights” laws do not apply 
to the marshes bordering on the navigable waters 
of the state, especially since the passage of the act 
of 1885 reiative to phosphates. 

The “head rights” laws contemplate the grant 
of lands suitab’e for actual occupancy and settie- 
ment. and whiist marshes might possibly be 
drained and thus fitted for the uses intended by 
those laws, it 14 as least doubtful whether they 
were in the legislative mind when the acts were 

aseed. FPutifthis is an erroneous view of the 
matter. there can be no doubt, I think, that the 
act in reference to phosphate so far modifies the 
law representing “head rights” as toclear the 
subject of all diticulty. This act was intended to 
encourage the search for phosphates. To this end 
it provides for the grant of license to persons who 
dizcover phosphate in the public  watera of 
the state, which shall embrace the location 
where the phosphatic deposits are discovered and 
an 2rea of five miles in every direction, including 
lands belonging to the state which bor ter on snech 
waters. Itis a revenue measure and license under 
it, being more beneficial to the State than granis 
under the “head rights” laws; its paSsage argues 
a dhange of policy in refergnce to the lands—and 
especially the marshes—of the state bordering on 
navigable waters. That policy should not be de- 
feated by so construing and applying .the “head 
rights” laws as to conflict with it. I donot 
mean to say that where lands belonging to the 
at.te are fitted for actual oceupancy and setile- 
ment, and are clearly within their purview of the 
act relating to “head rights,” they should not he 
granted under those acts, because they are ad- 
jacent to navigable waters, but I do mean that 
those acts are not tn be applied to marshes and 
other public property unfitted for settlement by 
heads of families, in contravention of the policy 
and design of the act relating to phosphates. 

To illustrate: The policy of the phosphate act 
and its beneficial results te the state might be 
wholly defeated if a person, having discovered the 
existence o1 phosphates in a marsh orin the ad- 
jacent waters, should be atlowed to take a grant to 
the marsh under the “headrizght” laws. Such an 
appropriation of marsh lands, unfitted for settle- 
ment, would neither comport with the legislative 
intention as to “head rights” nor with the policy 
and purpose of the phosphate act. This would be 
true also if no discovery of phosphate had been 
made,anda grant of marsh land were obtained, 
mot for the purpose of actually occupying such 
jlands as contemplated by the laws relating to 
“head rights’’ but to use them as provided for by 
the law relating to phosphates, viz.: In searching 
for phosphates and removing them if found, but 
without making the payments to the state re- 

uired by the last named act. No construction of 
these laws which would adinit of the possibility of 
euch results can be properly adopted. Very re-

Under the laws of Georgia, this removal 
vacated my office as second Heutenant of the 
Zouaves. Ifthe records of that company show 
that I was dropped from the roll for irregularity 
of attendance, they do me whatlam sure ig an 
unintentional injustice. After moving from 
Georgia, I notified the adjutant general and sent 
to him my resignation. I have in my possession a 
letter from him accepting my resignation on the 
ground of my removal from the s’ate. 

After coming to Tennessee, I was offered and 
accepted the first lieutenancy of Company K, 
Third Regiment N. G. 8. T. 

About one month ago I sent to the governor of 
Tennessee, through the colonel of the Third regi- 
ment, Colonel J. J. Craig, Jr., at Knoxville, my 
resignation as first lieutenant of this company. 

I have not, up to date, received any notice of its 
acceptance. 

Last Sunday, the 10th of August, instant, eleven 
men from my company, and seven men from Com- 
pany “L” of the same regiment to which my 
couipany belongs, Lieutenant Colonel J. P. Fyffe, 
Captain C. H. Simmons, of Company “L,” Lien- 
tenant Watkins, of the same company, and my- 
self, went on — social visit to the officers 
and members of the Southern Athletic Battalion 
of New Orleans militia, now encamped at Lookout 
mountain. 

We were not under military orders from any 
source, whatever. The visit was purely social. 
The day was pleasantly spent. There was not an 
act, word or deed from me toward anybody or 
from anybody toward me to mar the pleasure or 
harmony of the day. 

In the evening we returned to the city of Chat- 
tanooga with no indication or sign whatever that 
anything had gone wrong. I parted in the evening 
with my men and brother oflicers in perfect peace 
and harmony. On Monday night. the lith of Au- 
gust, while l was absent from the armory—and 
which was not a regular meeting night of the com- 
pany—a mé¢re handful of men, not exceeding a 
dozen in number, met and passed the resolution 
that was published in The Times and republished 
in THE CONSTITUTION, Following that Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Fyffe is said to have issued the order 
of removal, which you have aiso copied from 
The Times. 

Ihave not to this day been served with any 
notice of the resolution of this handful of my 
men or of Lieutenant Colonel Fyffe’s order, The 
only notice I have had of it was such as was con- 
veyed to me through The Times newspaper. 

Through the newspapers l have made the most 
vigorous reply that Iwas capable cf and up to 
this writing no rejoinder has come from Lieuten- 
ant Colonel lytfe or his co-conspirators. 

The whole affair is a dirty, unmanly, cowardly 
conspiracy, instigated, prosecuted and ended by 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. P. Fyffe without any shadow 
of reason or cause whatever. On iy own conduct 
Ihave deinanded a court of inquiry, and on the 
conduet of Lieutenant-Colonel Fyife a court 
martial. 

I say to those who know mein Atlanta that the 
verdict of these courts will completely vindicate 
me fromthe charge of conduct unbecoming an 
officeranda gentleman, and will condemn and 
dismiss from the service of the state Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fyffe, who, under the circumstances, had 
just about the same authority to suspend me 
from command that my honored friend, Judge 
Newsome, has to preside as the chief justice of the 
supreme court of Georgia. Respectfully,

In addition to this the Collins Park Company will 
soon begin constructing a line that will extend 
from Atlanta to the Chattahoochee river, passing 
romewhere near the new town of Kilen N., Soon to 
be laid off, and giving cheap and easy transporta- 
tion between the city and those distant suburbs. 

When all these lines are completed, the distance 
between Atlanta and Decatur, Atlanta and

Considered in detail,the petitions of the various 
lines for extension in Atlanta are numerous, and 
comprehend the entire city. 

The Atlanta and Edgewood. 

The Atlanta and Edgewood Street Railway 
Company petitions for an extension of its electric 
ines. 

This company desires a right of way, beginning 
at Edgewood avenue,on Peachtree street, and 
running along Peachtree to Waiton, along Wal- 
ton to Marietta street, thence along West Harris 
to Luckie, and along Luckie to Alexander, along 
Alexander to Marietta and Jones avenue; or if 
the line along West Harris, Luckie and Alexander 
be objectionable to council, the company wil! be
